GREAT RO ADS OF ANTIQUITY 

ISe Meat KagalNetet Were Tkeee a* 
the Mediaeval Feravtoaa. 

Perhaps the earliest road on record 
Is that mentioned by Herodotus as 
having been constructed by Cheops, tbe 
Egyptian king, in order that stones 
mi£fct be dragged along it for bto pyra¬ 
mid.
